The robbers must have taken about 


50 pounds of stamps as the.stamps were 
put-'up in-20 pound bundles. As thejr 
progress niu*t have been slow'carrying 
eveii.one, bundle through

crawling on nil-fours, it is thought they 
workeA'.for-hours getting their booty to 
tlie>ivngon.

daughter back ajid there was

able trouble in the courts, but Mrs. 
Spairlriing kept the child and shortly af- 
ter removed to Roekford, 111. A

was mode to Knglnnd. At tho age of 1G 
Miss Larson came back to Bo'-kford and 
not. being satisfied with 
the actions of 


her step-mother, left her and shifted for 
herself. She had been forbiden to cor- 
respond with her parents and she never 
did so wild thus lost all track of them.

The logical result 
of his arguments last evening led him to 
state that a 'great-world's.combination.of 
the capital of America, England, Ger- 
many and France, to manufacture all 
products where they coufld be produced 
cheapest, was prevented only by the 
American tariff laws, which kept up the 
wages of American workingmen.

sold cheaper in foreign countries than in 
this country it was « startling, revela- 
tion and congress ought to take steps 
immediately to remedy such defects.

"It has been the custom for 
years, 


said Senator" Quarles, "for American 
manufacturers to unload their surplus 
stock at the close of each season upon 
the English market. They must, do this 
at English prices, and consequently it is 
~true that occasionally American goods 
are sold in England cheaper than in. this 
country. They do not care 
to-force 


their surplus on the home market and 
break it down, and so unload m the for- 
eign 'market. Any manufacturer will 
teTl-vou thatf sucli has been a regular 
custom for years. I have token pains 
to make inquiries of manufacturers and 
have found this to be true. 


"It is easy to indulge in a lot of loose 


talk about 'the discrimination of prices, 
at home and abroad, but what is weeded 
is to ascertain the facts before we apply 
principles. We must learn normal con- 
ditions and not judge from incidents due 
to temporary acts 
of 
manufacturers. 


Perhaps Mr. Babcock knows what the 
facts are under the 
normal conditions. 


It it is true 'that as a general thing 
American, .gopds'. are being sold abroad 
more cheaply than at home, it would be 
a startling revelation and would require 
an act-of'congress, immediately to rem- 
edy the disparity. But it is well to set- 
tle the facts before we apply principles.

Wo have done our part all we 
could to assist the Chinese from despoli- 
ation 
to 
reduce where 
possible the 


amount of the spoils, and while appre- 
ciating our 
high feelings, the 
nations 


have proceeded to make sure China will 
pay, pay, while we look plfasarit, wink 
at the violation of the Chinese exclusion 
laws, and in the end probably permit tho 
heathen Chinoe. to do us up. 


As things are' now China is fast bound 


to pay the indemnities demanded by tho 
governments. Our government certainly 
hius earned the good will of all mankind 
who can appreciate national manliness. 
Tin; other governments have 
carefully 


looked out after .,their own interests. 
careless of the probability that in tho 
end of it, they might be obliged to take 
territory instead of money, and indeed it 
is fixed in this very way. It snems clear 
that in this great game of international 
politics sentiment and rhc right have no 
place. We may be desirous of always 
doing the right thing and keep close to 
our own line, and even in getting what 
belongs to us exhibit a great regard to 
what others may think of us, but thorn 
will be those Americans- who will 
not 


forget this Chinese - business 
and how 


the nations have properly secured their 
dues by mortgage, foreclosable by pro- 
ceedings in partrtion, when they get a 
good ready. They will remember 
how 


• cautious we were,; : now 
exceedingly

have nothing whatever to be ashamed of, 
and much to rejoice over, after all, but 
there will be those who gently whisper, 
national greatness has its duties^ not al- 
ways compatible with a true Christian- 
ity and brotherly love! 


THT3 IRON AXD STEEL FACTOttS. 


As goes iron and steel so goes the bus- 


iness of the country,, is an old saying, 
and it is very true, for there is no more 
reliable business thermometer than the 
iron market. In times of depression in 
the years gone by, people took no stock 
jn encouraging reports from the exchang- 
es of the east; they simply looked at tho. 
iron and steel conditions, the demands, 
the price, the output and the supply. If 
these displayed no particular encourage- 
ment, if people could'not discern readily 
improving demand, an uplifting of val- 


- ues from the depression, they sniffed .at 


tlie'stock market reports and calmly en- 
dured the hard. luck, waiting for more 
confidence and better times 
in conse- 


quence. ' 
-,. 


With the. first real "encouragement in 


th«*jron and stee} districts always comes 


confidence to the people. What caused 
this, what mysterious elements 'were con- 
cerned, people no more know now than 
they did threo generations, ago. It is 
sufficient that it is so. There was a 
certain 
affinity 
connected with 
the 


heavy metals and-prosperity or depres- 
sion philosophizing has hardly yet analyz- 
ed. Ertliyenment of business might be 
visible in something else, but there was 
nothing of any permanence or to 'be -re- 
lied upon, except iron. All along during 
the weary days of 1893-94 and '05, to say 
nothing of those terrible weeks in the 
•'SO's, people struggled, got aloiig some 
way and looked to see how iron was do- 
ing. Sometimes there was encourage- 
ment, for a better-demand was reported 
and stocks were being held firm. Then 
it would be steel billets, firm and no ten- 
dency to give concessions. Thi? would 
simmer along for a little period and si- 
lence would ensue. But after 
awhile 


these reports of improving demand; of 
steady prices, then of no concessions be- 
ing offered increased and multiplied. 


It took some little time of such re- 


ports to get this confidence steadied and 
ready for business. But it came, the lac- 
tors that brought reviving business, and 
with lively iron and steel markets came 
swinging in stately waves the business 
of the country. Ever since the country 
has abounded with prosperity. From 
the days when men were glad to get 
work two or three days.a week and those 
eight hours a day at that, and many 
more who could only get a ire-ik's work 
occasionally and still many more thou- 
sands who could not get any work at all, 
to later years when all could hare work 
who wanted it, of some kind, and with 
an incessant and never letting up of de- 
mand for skilled 'labor,., has continued 
the demand for iron and steel products. 
It never seems to stack up, the tide in 
tiie two metals shows no .slowing up 
whatever, and in fact always increasing. 


Steel and iron mills of all descriptions 


dot the country. The business in no 
wise shows signs of being overdone, and 
confidence, that timid child, has become 
firmly seated in its place, and gives in- 
spiration to millions of American citi- 
zens. Let it so ever continue. 


A PAMPAKJJf OF SIGHT. 


Tho campaign in Maryland has de- 


veloped a spec-ins of humor hitherto un- 
known in American 
politics. It seems 


the people are to vote in the approach- 
ing election under the new ballot law 
which liars out illiterates. In the aver- 
age northern state this, of itself, would 
make no trouble perhaps, since illiteracy 
i-s illiteracy, btu when the border line is 
crosses marking the distinctly South, 
then illiteracy becomes 
quite 
another 


matter, increasing in distinctness as one 
goes towards the gulf. 


However, up in Maryland they have 


not dared to introduce the methods of: 
the southern cotton and cane fields,, so 
illiteracy" there .becomes a question that 
must be handled carefully and with at 
least a measure of toleration for north- 
en consideration. So it is getting down 
to a question of eyes, that is to say, 
rhcre is a difference in the strength of 
eyes among the people. It is stated as 
an., explanation that the poorer classes, 
niea/iing generally the negroes, have not 
so' good' a sight, and since the 'Demo- 
cratic managers who absolutely control 
the. elections, will see to it the booths 
arc -religiously lighted, that is to say, 
dimly lighted, these defective eyps will 
have a very hard time of it making out, 
the long lists of candidates for whom 
tliny have to vote. 


What was the consequence of this? A 


spr/ctacle that has been up to this time 
unknown in our politics. Two great po- 
litical parties' debauching the politics of 
their state by buying spectacles by the 
thousands. 


The Republicans have invested in over 


a hundred thousand pairs of spectacles 
of the very best quality, but of course 
having tho cheapest possible frame, and 
tlio Democratic party have 
done the 


same thing. In the schools established 
for the illiterates have been placed sev- 
ered thousand spectacles for the use of 
the illiterates, mostly colored people, 
An account of this says: "The sight of 
the negroes has been found more gener- 
ally defective than that of the whites. 
The voter, white or black., will be en 
abled on election day to scrutinize this 
ballot through either 
Republican or 


Democratic glasses. Both parties -'will 
have large supplies of these aid to voters 
in the polling booths and also 
capable 


men to adjust them on the eyes of 
the 


voters." 


Thus, for the first, time the, country 


will have an exhibition of politics as 
viewed through Republican and Demo- 
cratic eyes 
in a sense hitherto never 


been used. B\it what people would like 
to know whether or hot the suffrage is 
to be invaded with modern processes to 
tho extent that the voters may be per- 
mited to keep their spectacles to be used 
strictly for voting purposes, 


It is a campaign of light in Maryland

It has been noticed, by many peo- 
ple that the. smoke from certain woods' 
were rather more pleasant 
than other- 


wise, and in the, smoke from burning for: 
ests, with their wealth and variety of 
woods, it is very probable that invalids 
and especially those with lung troubles 
secure.- ft grateful relief.' 


An Indiana board of health has had the 


enterprise and the' humanity to see II 
there was anything more than transitory 
relief to invalids in this, and to thisi pur- 
pose are making experiments, not in 
burning down trees, but. in the inhala- 
tion of smoke or -fumes from the veeult- 


1 


ing mixture of "an assortment of differ- 
ent forest leaves. It 
is-, asserted these 


fumes or smoke will effectually kill the 
!ung bacilli arid thus expel the dreaded 
con-iumption from the system. 


The great advantage ot trying such an 


inexpensive treatment as this is mani- 
fest. The invalid need not go far unless 
living in a treeless area, and the treat- 
ment itself is by no means disagreeable. 
In our own state are still wealths of for- 
est land, 
affording 
an abundance of 


leaves of just the Bright variety, and in 
this plenteous amount in fact enables 
sanitariums to give the smoke treatment 
in all its perfection. If there is sub- 
stantial -results'in this smoke -business 
the northern -part 6f our state should 
have thousands of visitors, for while it 
is true it will result in quite a business, 
selling forest leaves, yet living, right in 
t;he great forests themselves, getting the 
first freshness of the leaves treated in 
the fires of the sanitariums or hotels, 
will be much better. In due time the 
medical journals will doubtless publish 
the results of the experiments of the In- 
diana discoverer, Dr. Peckinpaugh of 
Mount Veraon. 


THE ILLITERATE IMMIGRATION. 
There is no let or hindrance to the il- 


literates of Europe coming 
into 
thia 


country. The bars if such exist are of 
the airiest description. It is> notorious 
that Italy is the worst scourged country 
of -all Europe for illiteracy, and when it 
is considered out of tlie total number of 
453,490 emigrants entering the United 
States last fiscal year, 131,585 come from 
Italy, it can be readily noticed the char- 
acter of the people coming to abide \vith 
us.1 The New York commissioner of/im- 
migration has reported these figures and 
in the course of his report says: 


"The conclusion unfortunately is un- 


avoidable that our immigration is con- 
sMintly increasing in illiteracy. 
Not on- 


ly are we drawing more and more from 
the countries where illiteracy is .high, 
but also the immigrants, themselves are 
showing higher percentages of illiteracy. 
Nearly one-half of'our steerage immi- 
gration now present 
an 
illiteracy of 


from 40 to 50 per cent. 


"As a means of protection against ,the 


coming of convicts, fugitives fronv jus- 
tice or anarchists, the presence of our 
inspectors abroad would be either futile 
or unnecessary. We need not establish 
any new precedent to enable us to as- 
complish this object. The precedent is 
already established in the amendment to 
the lien contract labor law, which the 
courts have construed to apply to all 
the excluded classes. There is no reason 
why the same procedure should not be 
extended to cover all cases of undesir- 
able aliens.'1 


That is just it. There is no reason the 


same procedure should not cover cases 
of undesired alien people. Some mys- 
tfirious influence does seem to hover over 
every efTort to improve the character of 
our immigration, but- politics seems to 
be too much. Meanwhile the flood of ob- 
jectionable newcomers continues and the 
tide ever rises. Anarchists, socialists, 
half way criminals, paupers, illiterates— 
pll enter without practical hindrance. Is 
it not time to draw some bars across the 
gates in New York harbor which let in 
tho crowds'at Ellis Island. • 
*

OFFICIALS. 


In addition to the movement looking 


towards 
the creation of an additional 


cabinet member to be known as secre- 
tary of commerce and . industry, 
there 


has appeared recently a demand for an- 
other department yet, to be .known as 
the department of education, and 
the 


cabinet member the secretary'of-educa- 
ion. 
This last is predicated upon the 


fact that the government has its haii'ls 
full of the educational features of 
our 


new possessions, and that things would 
progress better if the education part of 
ib was asigned to some particular mem- 
ber of the cabinet, and what more to the 
purpose than creating a new office that 
some more political food be, supplied to 
our politicians? 


It is remarked that a national com- 


missioner of education now exists, but 
then this person 
unnoticed is one of 


those gentlemen around Washington sup 
posed to be paid a good salary for the 
purpose of supplying figures and facts 
when called upon to others who do the 
posing for effect business. But it is said 
the United States must of course mange 
the public schools of the semi-civilized 
Filipinos and the bland, peaceful Porto 
Rieans, -well aa the amiable Hawaiian^, 
and i? there is not a sufficiency of schools 
to start additional ones. So to do this 
the American people must have saddled 
lipon them a new cabinet 
offce 
and 


bureau equipped similarly to all 
the 


rest with secretaries, clerks, janitors, 
•statisticians, and all the rest of it. 


The country does not need anything 


of the sort any more than it needs the 
cabinet department 
of commerce arid 


trade. These islanders are supposed io 
be fairly civilized; and intelligent gover- 
nrJrs of our islands certainly 
ought 


to be able to managevthe public school 
system in his domains, pur hew posses- 
sions should be made to pay their own 
way. 
. 


PROTEOTrOJE FHOSI A3ARCHY. 
Recommendations will.undoubtedly be 


made to congress for the extension of 
the Chinese exclusion law and a measure 
looking towards the suppression of open 
anarchy or expressed anarchy. An aid 
to this latter will be the extension of the 
period in which 
<a man once admitted 


may be. deported, to three or more years, 
and further a provision by which cabin 
passengers coming on the big ocean 
steamers may be examined, it being now 
known t-lmt some of thf> anarchists come 
over in that way. Immigration bureaus 
are being talked of to be established in 
eligible locations abroad, with capa'ble 
men in charge who will' have a'carcful 


eye'to the character'6l the 'emigrants 
coming over to this country. The thing 
needful for congress in the coming ses- 
sion will be'to refrain from foolishness 
and posing for political effect} reynember- 
hig iu the present mood of the American 
people, common sense is worth a ton of 
sentimentalisnu In the jaeed of protec- 
tion to American institutions, to Ameri- 
can industries and American labor in its 
broadest sense, congress must heed* the 
voices arising from everywhere iit ••all 
this vast area belonging to the Republic1) 
asking that proper legislation" be enact- 
ed that shall protect the country from 
the vicious assaults of either educated' or 
ignorant anarchistic" tendencies 
from 


whatever source it may come. 


Anarchy and anarchists of whatever 


tendencies, from 
v whatever 
source, of 


whatever nature that disorganizes and 
tends to excite, inflame the passions of 
men, must be frowned upon and. sat 
down upon by some national law that 
can get at the men of disordered pas- 
sions who bring law 'and order into dis- 
repute.

Lieut. Commander Nicholson, 
of the 


Oregon, was then called and began his 
recital of the story'of the battle of July

the day of the engagement, I necessarily 
saw considerable of it.

In his. comments on 
the report of the operation .Dr. Mann 
particularly emphasizes the disadvant- 
ages under which he labored when sutur- 
ing the wounds in the stomach, with the 
failing light of a September afternoon. 
Later on in the operation a inovable( 
electric light was, used with advantage. 
Speaking of the search for the bullet 
during the operation.the report .says: 


THE SEARCH TOR THE BULLETv 
"The operation on the stomach now 


being finished, Dr. Mann introduced "his 
arm so as toi palpate carefully all the 
deep structures behind the stamaoh. No 
trace of the bullet or of the further 
track of the bullet could be found. As 
the introduction of the hand in this way 
seemed to have a bad effect on the pres- 
ident's pulse, prolonged search for furth- 
er injury done by the bullet, or for the 
bullet itself, was desisted from.'' At the 
close of the operation the surgeons pres- 
ent unanimously assured Dr. Mann, in 
answer to his question, that they were 
personally satisfied that everything pos- 
sible had been done and that;they had 
no further suggestions to make.. It was
